35. (Amended) A pharmaceutical preparation for treating blood coagulation 
disorders, said preparation comprising at least 10 nM von Willebrand Factor (vWF) 
propeptide and a hom e ostas i s hemostasis protein, wherein said preparation has been 
treated for at least one of virus inactivation and virus removal so the preparation is 
suitable for therapeutic administration. 

41 . (Amended) A pharmaceutical preparation for treating blood coagulation 
disorders, said preparation comprising at least 10 nM von Willebrand Factor (vWF) 
propeptide and a phospho li pids phospholipid , wherein the preparation has been treated 
for at least one of virus inactivation and virus removal so the preparation is suitable for 
therapeutic administration. 
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66. (Amended) A pharmaceutical preparation for treating blood coagulation 
disorders, said preparation comprising at least 10 nM von Willebrand Factor (vWF) 
propeptide and at least two components, wherein the components are selected from the 
group consisting of a blood factor, a platelet component and a phospho li p i ds 
phospholipid , wherein said preparation has been treated for at least one of virus 
inactivation and virus removal so the preparation is suitable for therapeutic 
administration.
